Then, to add 
to the confusion, there is a sepurity known 
as debenture stock, and there are other 
terms more calculated to confuse than 
elucidate. 

Last week, the expression, “preferred 
stock,” was used. This is a form of 6¢- 
curity which cannot be passed over in 
the consideration of investments. While 
what is known as “ordinary,” or ‘“com- 
mon,” stock has long been known to f- 
nance, “preferred,” “preference,” 
stock is a comparatively recent inven- 
tion. Daring the financial crisis of a 
generation ago the railways were hard 
put to finance. They had no property 
which they could mortgage and issue 
bonds on and their common stock capi 
tal wae already too large and selling at 
too low a price to make it worth while 
selling it to investors. So Necessity pro 
duced the “preference” share. 

This security, like common stock, is but 
an equity coming after the bonds, but it 
is preferred as to asscts and dividends, 
and therefore comes ahead of the com- 
mon, or any other clase of stock. Gen- 
érally speaking, a preferred stock carries 
a fixed dividend, which, in the majority 
of cases does not vary much from 7 per 
cent. (seldom higher, but in many cases 
lower).

Mill Near Madoc 


Quite Probable 


A very valuable deposit of tale has 
been discovered on the farm of Mr. 
Chas, Conley, within two miles of this 
village. The mine is situated almost 
due east of the old Henderson mjné 
from which the finest tale in the world 
is now being taken. It appears to be 
a continuation of the same vein, being 
only three hundred and fifty feet from 
the drifts of that mine. 

That there was tale on this property 
has been the opinion of many local 
Ot atten, and although some prospéct- 
ing had been done, nothing was dis- 
covered until last fall, when Messrs.D. 
Henderson and C. Pitts, two well- 
known prospectors of this district, 
made a careful investigation of the 
direction of the vein from the old 
mine, selecting a point which they 
thought was in the line of the vein. 
This point was some distance north of 
where the rest of the prospecting was 
done, They here sunk a small shaft 
4xf, feet toadepth of 32 feet before 
they reached the bed-rock, when, after 
drifting only five feet south, they 
found a good showing of talc, which is 
of the same high quality as that of the 
old mine.

When the British troops were 
making their way up the Nile in a 
vain attempt to relieve Khartum 
and save Gordon, they came to a 
certain town and camped for the 
night. Some of the soldiers went 
off to obtain provisions, and appear 
to have behaved badly. At any 
rate there was a brawl of some 
kind, and some natives were in- 
jured. Order was restored, but a 
deputation of village elders shortly 
appeared and insisted on seeing the 
officer in command.

Prof. Bickerton Explains How New 
Stars are Born. 


How new stars were born was ex- 
plained at the Royal Institution 
last week by Professor A. W. Bick- 
erton in the first of two lectures on 
“The New Astronomy.’’ 

Professor Bickerton, who has 
been sent by the New Zealand Gov- 
ernment to expound his theory of 
the birth of the worlds to scientific 
men in England, said that new 
stars were born by solar collision. 

“The impact of two colliding 
suns,’”’ he said, ‘‘results in the for- 
mation of a third body; a brilliant 
star flashes out and becomes per- 
manent. 

“‘A complete collision of two gas- 
eoug suns would result in the form- 
ation of a new sun. Such oollisions 
are not accidental, and do not oc- 
eur at random. Gravitation is in- 
cluded among a number of agencies 
tending to develop collisions; be- 
fore suns come into collision they 
fall toward each other, and get up 
speed for hundreds of years. 

‘The tremendous speed thus de- 
veloped is stopped suddenly in the 
colliding parts, and converted into 
heat. Thus, in about an hour a new 
star is born, explosive force ex- 
pands‘jt, and it swells out its dia- 
meter at a speed of millions of 
miles an hour.’’ 

Professor Bickerton, speaking of 
Nova Persei, the new star of the 
new century, said it was so brilliant 


that nothing equal to it has been}; 


seen for 300 years. It was 10,000 
times as brilliant as the sun.

IMPORTANT INVENTION. 


From Straw It Is Possible to Obtain 
Fibre for Spinning. 


“An invention perfected and tested 
in Austria has caused no little ex- 
citement in the textile world. It 
consists of a process of treatment 
of common straw whereby it is now 
possible to secure therefrom a fibre 
suitable’ for spinning. The discov- 
erers themselves aseert that their 
success far exceeds their original 
expectations. 

While the entire method is not re- 
vealed, it appears that the straw is 
reduced to a jelly-like substance by 
boiling, causing the separation of 
the fibre from the outer shell, and 
the fibre is then treated in hot air 
machines. To this product is added 


'another fibrous material, but never 


more than twenty per cent., so that, 
fully eighty per cent. is straw. The 
resulting ‘‘stuff’’ has many of the 
tharacteristics of the ‘“‘fore’’ yarn 
used in jute spinning. 

The principal advantages claimed 
by the inventors are that the new 
fibre has all the merits of the yerns) 
now produced; that the cost is only | 
one-half that of similar products; 
that the weight is forty per cent. 
less: and that the gocds are in 
every way desirable.

The conclusions of men of science 
who have lately been giving much 


A GREAT SLEUTH. 


If Octave Henri Acodat Hamard, 
the Paris detective chief, who haa 
aR pooled to be director of the 
Srimigst .[nvestigation Depart- 
ment, were t6?-reveal his secreta, 
they would make the most blood- 
eurdling record of crime of modern 
times; for Paris is the most wicked 
city in the world. 

Hamard is provincial by birth, 
having been born at Chatillon-sur- 
Loing in the Loiret, fifty years ago. 
Though only in his prime, his hair is 
quite white, not by heredity, but 
by reason of the intense strain con- 
sequent upon the chase of crime. 

Unlike M. Lepine, chief of police, 
Hamard is tall. Unlike the little 
magician he has never known any 
other calling than that of police- 
man. He entered the prefecture in 
1888 in the capacity of a senicr 
clerk at a salary scarcely sufficient 
to keep body and soul together. Six 
years later he was made a police 
magistrate. 

Soon he became Assistant-Chief 
of Detectives, his immediate super- 
ior being Cochefert, the terror of 
evil-doers. Hamard. succeeded 
Cochefert in 1902, and from then till 
now has held the office of Chief of 
Detectives in the capital where the

“LADY HELPS” NOW TRAINED. 


To Meet Household Needs in Great 
Great Britain. 


In order to embark on a career in 
England, many girls. of fairly good 
|social position are cheerfully going 
‘in for a six months’ training in 
| housework. 
| The girls, who are either bent on 
| helping themselves or who intend to 
\ ‘wo into service,’ as the English 
‘say, mean real business, or they 
would never submit to the rigorous 
curriculum which the gently-nur- 
tured students at these domestic 
training schools have to undergo, 
At the St. Martha’s Guild of House- 
craft, London, for instance, the fu- 
ture lady parlormaids rise at six 
o’clock and are kept on the go till 
Throughout the week 
they are given demonstrations in 
hygiene, physiology, cookery, and 
household management. 

The student, on finishing her 
course, can pick and choose her 
position, that of lady-cook being so 
far the most popular. Some of the 
pupils, however, are prospective 
brides, who wish to gain sufficient

An English expert suggests that} 


these children should be divided, to 
begin with, into two clasces—those 
whose dulness is ‘‘innate’’ and 
those whose dulness is ‘‘acquired.”’ 
Once this classification is made, we 
see that a form of treatment suit- 
able for the first cannot be suitable 
also for the second. 

Children who are ‘‘innately dull” 
must be accepted as just that. They 
are often, especially in European 
countries and among our own immi- 
grants the descendants of-a long 
line of peasant tillers of the soil 
from whom mental effort has never 
been demanded. Not necessarily 
feeble-minded, but inevitably slow- 
minded, they fill their destined posi- 
tions in life very well, but are not 
fitted for hard mental labor. We 
subject them , to needless cruelty 
when we urge them into competition 
with the alert and quick-witted. It 
is characteristic of the innately dull 
that after reaching a certain grade 
in school, they stop ehort, and 
thereafter simply mark time to the 
exasperation and despair of the 
teachers. 

Children whose dulness is acquir- 
ed are more tragic figures, for tal- 
ent, capacity, and even genius 
might have been theirs. They are 
the victims of semistarvation, im- 
pairment of the special senses, or 
arrested development through dis- 
ease. The innately dull should be 
taught in a class by themselves, be- 
cause it is as unfair to urge them 
beyond the limit of their mental 
strength as it is to hold brighter 
children back for them. But the 
cases of acquired dulness must be 
judged each by itself. Spectacles 
will often turn a stupid child into a 
clever one; so will the removal of 
adenoids; and the change from 

/semistarvation to a plentiful and 
| nourishing diet will often work the 
| same miracle.—Youth’s Companion.

The Phenomenon Occurs at Sunrias 
and Sunset. 


| In Egypt, where the atmosphere 
is very clear, the green tints of the 
sunset light are peculiarly distinct.

Not long ago. & business man wan fe- 
marking on the altered position which 
bank stocks occupy now in the Canadian 
markets as compared with a few year: 
ago. “Why. he said, “in 1897 or 189 1 
made my expensea to Europe by buying a 
few shares of one bank~-which one I have 
now forgetten—but if I had bought the 
same stock only five years ago and held 
it until today I should probably have 
lost heavily.” 

Undoubtedly he would have lost, as 4 
large percentage of Canadian bank stocks 
are lower at the present time than they 
were then. 

There are several reasons for this, which 
are not only not generally realized, bat 
which have a very important bearing on 
bank stocks as investmente. 

Ten yeare ago the loan and trust com- 
panies commenced investing in Western 
farm —. Up to that time they 
were satisfied with a modest interest of 
from 4 per cent, to 6 per cent., but the 
demands of the West put the price up 
to 8 per cent., and even to 10 per cent., 
and the loan companies, finding this a 
very satisfactory method of making 
money, naturally used all their surplus 
funda in dnvesting out there, until row 
robably a very large proportion of their 
unds are so loaned. The insurance com- 
panies then followed suit, and now, in- 
stead of having large amounts of surplus 
funda available for loaning in the mar. 
ket--ae they and the loan com _— 
merly did to a° very considerable extent-— 
they cut down the proportion of the money 
ao used. They opened loaning offices ih 
the West, employed skilled valuators and, 
as would be very costly in the case of 
an individual, took advantage of the high 
a without taking any chance to speak 
of. 

Now what effect had this on bark stocks? 

As might be inferred from the first para- 
graph of this article, in the ‘’s bank 
stocks were a popular medium of specu- 
lation. Men bought them on margin; that 
is to say, paid for them by borrowing 
money on the stock aa security up to about 
8 per cent. of its market value, and 
themselves putting up the 15 per- cent, 
balance, which is known as “margin.” 

One of the very stringent laws concern- 
ine banking in Canada prevents one bank 
from loaning on the security of shores in 
any other bank, or of its owff, and so it 
was that the loan, the trust and the in- 
surance companies, and, of course wealthy 
individuals, alone could lend the s«pecula- 
tors in bank sharea the wherewithal to 
buy them, And just here is where the 
Western demand for money altered the 
a bank stocke were to occupy. 

here formerly these companies could 
get from 41-2 per cent. to 6 per cent. for 
call loans (in thore daya more than the 
average mortgage paid) on bank shares, 
they could now get 8 per cent. on western 
mortgages, and so they naturally no long- 
er took the same interest in call loans 
they formerly did. As #@ reeult, loans on 
bank shares became more and more. dif- 
ficult to obtain, until: speculators found 
bank atocks by no means satisfactory, 
and gradually they were left to investors 
altogether, with the further®result that 
they did not get the same attention in 
the market. \ 

This is one very important cause of the 
change in the past few vears. which re- 
tmoved bank stocks very larwely from the 
realm of marginal sneculations, and ac- 
oounta partly for the lower prices of bank 
stecka during the past few years. 

There ia another reason, however, why 
bank stocks fell in price and this was 
the uneasiness caused tp nervous investors 
by the failure of the Ontario, Sovereign 
and. Farmers bankas in Ontario, and a 
counle of amall ones in Quebeo. The On- 
terio failure, especially—which came. ea a 
surnrise to all but a verv few people— 
made poonla wonder whether their own 
inveatmenta were eefe, and so the more 
timid rushed into the market with ench 
ungnestior=ble shares aa those of the 
Bank of Montres!l, Nova Beotia. Toronto 
and a score of others. Nor did the failure 
of the Sovereign and Farmera banks, a 
few veara Ister, heln matters, and many 
neople who had. nerhons, put money Into 
Dr. Beattie Nesbitt’s bank, who wouldn't 
have trusted him with a cent nersonalle, 
lost sivht of the fact that the other banks 
were different.

stir. The memoirs of Louisa, ex- 
Crown Princess of Baxony, contained 


crowned head furious; but in 
case the princess had already so com- 
pletely ostracised herself that punish- 
ment was impossible. 

The Kaiser is, as a rule, very happy 
in his home life, but there has more 
than once been friction between him 
and his eldest son, the Crown Prince. 

The first occasion was when the 
young prince went steeplechasing, a 
perme his father detests, and rode 
ui8 own horse in the race. The next 
was whenehe rede up the steps in 
Sans Souci Park at the head of his 
Guardsmen, whom he afterwards took 
to a circus. On both these occasions 
he was. punished by confinement in 
his own quarters for forty-eight hours. 

A little more than a year ago the 
Crown Prince appeared at a theatre 
in Berlin without first giving notice 
of his intention. The house was abso- 
lutely full, and he was turned away, 
seatiess. He didn’t mind, but his 
august father was furious, and talked 
a great deal about the thoughtlessness 
which had brought this ‘“‘slight’’ upon 
the Hohenzollerns. 

Two days’ arrest was the punish- 
ment. And @ similar penalty was in- 
flicted more recently, when the Crown 
Prince distinguished himself by tak- 
ing a too active part in German poli- 
tics. 

One of the worst rows in the Ger- 
man royal circle was caused by the 
conduct of Prince Joachim Albrecht 
of Prussia, the Kaiser’s first cousin. 
He is a very smart man, and, besides 
being a major in the Guards, has con- 
siderable reputation as a composer f 
light operatic music. 

One night he appeared at a masked 
ball in evening dress, accompanied by 
a well-known variety actress, and 
wearing the silver star of the great 
Order of the Bleck Eagle. 

The Kaiser was-furious, and order- 
ed the young man four days’ arrest. 
But there was worse to come. The 
prince annvunced that he was going 
to marry the soubrette in question, 
who was ten years‘ his senior. The 
Kaiser at once sentenced him to active 
service with the colonial army in 
Southwest Africa. 

The worst and most bitter of all 
royal quarrels was that which result- 
ed in the feud between the late King 
Leopuld of Belgium and his daugh- 
ter Princess Stephanie. This led to 
Princess Stephanie suing her father 
for her portion of the prop:rty left 
by her mother. F 

The rupture between Stepha: .¢ and 
ner father was caused by her marriage 
to Count Lonyay, and the bitterness 
of the King’s feelings may be judzed 
by the fact that he refused to be re- 
conciled, even over the queen’s dead 
body.

Italian painter, sculptor and architect, 
died in 1519. He was born in 1452 
and, became well versed in all the 
sciences and arts of his time. His 
most famous picture is “The Last Sup- 
per,”” painted on the wall of a convent 
at Milan. He is. said to have antici- 
pated Galilei, Kepler, Copernicus and 
others in their astronomical theories 
and also some of the discoveries of 
recent voce eo though his views 
are expreased in somewhat vague lan- 
guage.

I need new covers on my sofa pil- 
lows I make them but do not put 
them on until my rooms are all 
cleaned. If any chairs need new 
covers, or windows new curtains, I 
also attend to them. Later on, as 
soon as a room is cleaned, you have 
your material right at hand to fresh- 
en the furnishings. 

Don’t forget the bedding. If any- 
thing needs washing, that should 
be done first; if any part is worn, 
repair; if the binding or lining is 
worn, put on new; if the ribbon on 
the flannel blanket is worn, rip it 
off and bind with light-colored 
chambray or gingham cut on the 
bias. 

Pick Up all odds and ends of cloth 
you don’t want to piece, give to 
some old lady that enjoys that kind 
of work, or tear them into rags for 
hit and miss rugs or a carpet. 

I look over all under-skirts and 
after putting‘them in good order, I 
examine all the home dresses. Per- 
haps some are hardly worth mend- 
ing, but if they are good enough 
for house-cleaning, repair them, 
and they will save your good ones. 
After the home dresses are made 
good, don’t fail to have a good sup- 
ply of long wide-work aprons. Look 
over the best of your wardrobe, but 
don’t attempt to work at those un- 


til after cleaning is done. You will 


now have plenty of time to think 
and plan what you will need to do, 
or, if you hire it done, engage some 
one pow to do it. Then all closets, 


drawers and boxes should be thor- 


oughly cleaned and straightened. 

When shopping, I try to think of 
the things I will need at house- 
cleaning time—tacks, paper for 
pantry shelves, new brooms, cans 
of*paint for chairs and floors, not 
forgetting porch floors, paint brush- 
es, stains for floor or furniture, 
ete. By this time I feel as though 
I was ready and wanted to begin. | 
take one room at a time, setting 
apart one clear day to hang out 
clothing, and another day for clean- 
ing and airing all bedding.

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CORRECTING HEREDITY. 


Not long ago people lived in ab- 
ject fear of the bogy of physical in- 
heritance, for they believed that the 
sins and weaknesses of the father 
were'visited in the most literal 
sense upon the children. They 
thought that the law was an iron 
one from which there could be no 
appeal. We are wiser now, and 
happier, for we have found out that 


in the matter of disease heredity | 


does not determine our fate, but 
merely marks an avoidable ten- 
dency. ; 
Just as a poor man’s son may be- 
come a millionaire, so the = sick 
man’s son may become a man rich 
in health and strength; although in 
either case the man concerned will 
have to work hard and fight many 
battles. To the human being deter- 
mined to win the prize of health, tho 
knowledge of inherited tendencies 


to disease will be in itself an ad- 


vantage. Being forewarned, he is 
forearmed. 

A person who knows that his mo- 
ther and perhaps ‘an aunt or two 
have died of tuberculosis will from 
the beginning throw up defenses 
against that particular enemy. He 
will live day and night in fresh air, 
eat suitable food, wear proper 
clothes, and so live that his inheri- 
ted tendency will grow yearly less, 
until by and by he is in no danger 
of contracting tuberculosis. He 
did not inherit it; he never had it; 
and finally, by sensible living, he 
has eliminated the disposition to- 
ward it from his tissues. Much the 
same may be said to those who fear 
that they have inherited an appe- 
tite for aleohol, which is observed 
in some (by no means in all) of the 
children of drunkards, and to those 
who think that they have a predis- 
position to gout. 

It must be remembered, however, 
that Nature is not always direct in 
her attacks; she is capable of in- 
numerable flank movements and 
surprises. The children of the dip- 
somaniac may find themselves as- 
sailed with rheumatism; those of 
gouty parents may be attacked by 
tuberculosis.

In this fight against inherited phy- 
sical tendencies, we not only gain 
health for ourselves, but benefit 
those who are to follow us. The 
man who succeeds in eradicating his 
own tendency to gout is likely to

paste. In the meantime stir thor- 
oughly, letting it simmer for five or 
ten minutes. Then put in a cotton 
bag large enough to cover the lungs 
and apply to the chest as hot as 
patient can bear. In about 10 min- 
utes apply another, and thus con- 
tinue by reheating the poultices, 
and in a few minutes the patient 
will be out of danger. This simple 
remedy has never failed to cure 
this too often fatal malady.

SCOTTISH CLAN LAWS. 


Duke of Argyle Appeals Regarding 
Ownership of Castle, . 


A curious case involving the old 
Scottish clan laws was i ; 
the Edinburgh Court of Session, 
when the Duke of Argyle made an 
appeal against the judgment of & 
lower court awarding the proprie- 
torship of the ruined Castle of Dun- 
staffnage to Angus John Campbell. 
| Lord Dunedin in giving judgment 
| said the castle was one of the oldest 
| fortresses of Scotland, the date of 
its erection being lost in antiquity. 
Up to 1747, it was abundantly clear, 
the Argylls were the proprietors of 
the fortress. From the. earliest 
times there seemed to have been & 
Campbell as captain of Dunstaff- 
nage. The Dunstaffnage Campbells 
were vassals, and as such had not 
only the right Sut the duty to ocen- 
py and possess the castle, which 


-\ nevertheless remained the property 


of the superior. 
The clan act, which was passed in | 
1747, Lord Dunedin went on to say, 
effected no change of proprietorship 
to vassal, emd the obligztions to 
‘keep the castle open to the superior 
|and to furnizh fuel etill held good, 
not being struck out by the act. 
There was still the duty and right of 
the vassal to remain at the castle, 
lwith e difference that he might 
‘occupy it with peace‘ul servants in- 
'stead of armed men. The service 
‘demanded of the vassal gave him 
the right of possession of the castle. 
| Consequently Lord Dunedin, 
| while granting to the Duke a de- 
|claration that he was the proprietor 
of the cactle, refused’ to make 4 
statement that-Mr. Campbell had 
no right or title of any kind in or to 

the property. .

Aid to Thoroughbred Horses 


Believing himself to be justified in 
further prosecuting the policy begun 
last vear, the Honorable Martin Bar: 
rell, Minister of Agriculture, has auth- 
orized the continuance of the grant, to 
be available for all thoroughbred stal- 
lions, standing for for public service 
during the season of 1912, which com- 
ply with the conditions imposed by 
the Department. 

The conditions under which assist- 
ance will be given are as follows : 

(1) All horses on account of which 
aid is given by the Department must 
be registered in the Thoroughbred 
Stud Book of the Canadian National 
Live Stock Records. 

(2) Horses shall be of good 
size, uality and conformation, 
and shall be free = from 
hereditary unsoundness ; these condi- 
tions to be ensured by submission an- 
nually to a thorough, careful examin- 
ation either at the hands of the Veter- 
inary Director General or such other 


members of the veterinary staff of the | 
Department, or other persons as the | 


Minister may from time to tie: 
point for this purpose. 

(3) Horses so approved shall be duly 
and properly advertised to stand for 
service of mares, under the ordinary 
and general conditions usual in the 
districts in which they are to be Kept, 
at an annual service fee (except in the 
case of thoroughbred mares) of not 
more than $10.00 to insure.such service 
fee to become due and pavable only 
when mares prove to be in foal.

CLERK OF ROYAL KITCHENS.

The Man Who Keeps His Majesty’s 
‘“+Aceounts.”” 


The Olerk of the Kitchens at 
Buckingham Palacé has the order- 
ing ofall the supplies in the way of 
foodstuffs for the Royal household. 

‘sae orders for the Royal kitchens 
are distributed among the trades- 
men having the Royal custom on 4 
system that ensures each tradesman 
getting a fair share of orders in the 
year. There are in all about forty 
warrant holders in the way of fruit- 
erers, fishmongers, butchers, gro- 
cers, provision merchants, etc., who 
are on the books at Buckingham 
Palace, from whom supplies are ob- 
tained. 

As a matter of fact, ten of these 
tradesmen could supply everything 
that is required; but, in order to 
give each tradesman a fair chare of 
the Royal custom, the different 
tradespeople are put on the order 
list in the Clerk of the Kitchens’ 
office each” month, so that all the 
tradesmen receive an equal share of 
the Royal custom. 

All supplies are expected to be 
delivered within an hour after hav- 
ing been ordered, The tradesman 
gends his account with the foods, 
which is entered up in his folios in 
the books kept by the Clerk of the 
Kitchens. All accounts are paid at 
the end of the month. 

The Clerk of the Kitchens has 
also to keep a record of ‘‘break- 
ages’’ of glass and china. ware, 
which in so big an establishment as 
the Royal household are consider- 
able. When any tumblers, glasses 
or cups, saucers or plates, are bro- 
ken, a docket giving particulars of 
the breakages is sent by the chief 
pantry butler, who ie in charge of 
the glass and china, to the Clerk of 
the Kitchens, who enters it up in a 
book, and at certain stated periods 
all the broken articles are replaced 
by new ones on the order of the 
Master of the Household. The last- 
named official, however, goes very 
carefully into the number of break- 
ages that occur every month, and 
if they were what he deemed to be 
excessive, the pantry butler would 
be taken to task about the matter. 

The Kitchen Clerk has also the 
ordering of a great many sundry 
articles for the various kitchen de- 
partments, such as soap, floor- 
cloths, dusters, powders for clean- 
ing the silver plate, etc. Each or- 
der he receives must be signed by 
one of the heads of what are called 
the ‘kitchen departments’’ of the 
establishment. 

All orders for supplies must reach 
the Clerk of the Kitchens before

HOW BIRDS CHANGE DRESS. 


Brilliant Colors Not Produced Dur- 
ing Mating Season. 


It has been generally believed 
that the brilliant plumage exhibited 
by the males of many species of 
birds during spring—that is, during 
the mating season—is directly oon- 
nected with the physiological condi- 
tion of the birds at thts time, and 
various theories have been formu- 
ldted to account for the-facts.. Prof. 
Joseph Grinnell has found in the 
Californian linnet some facts that 
do not agree with the common be- 
lief. In this bird the male presents 
a brilliant red breast and neck dur- 
ing the mating season, whereas in 
the autumn and winter the feathers 
have a dull, grayish coloring, with a 
mere suggestion of pink. But the 
bird does not moult (change its 
feathers) inrthe spring, nor is there 
new pigment formed in the feathers. 
By collecting a series of feathers 
from August, when the bird does 
moulty@o the following spring, and 
examining these carefully, it was 
found that in the new feathers the 
brilliant red is confined to a narrow 
band, which is overlapped by the 
edge of the adjacent feathers. The 
overlapping portions are white and 
brittle. During the winter, these 
delicate portions are rubbed off and 
lost, so that when the mating sea- 
son arrives the bird has its brilliant 
coat. Mr. Grinnell emphasizes es- 
pecially the fact that this brilliant 
coloring is actually produced in the 
autumn, after the mating season, at 
a time’of the year when the vitality 
of the birds is supposed to be at its 
lowest ebb.

Horror of open ‘spaces and a 
dread of narrow places are two 
quite clearly defined nervous condi- 
tions. There exists a perfectly ap- 
palling nomenclature of these queer 
flaws in a man’s pluck. There are 
claustrophobia (fear of confined 
places), monophobia (fear of being 
alone), agoraphobia (fear of open 
spaces), anthropophobia (fear of so 
ciety), batophobia (bontinual fear 
that walls and ceilings are going to 
fall upon one), pedionomophobia 
(fear of dwelling in plains), and 
siderodromophvob:a (fear of railway 
traveling). 

But courage is a thing even more 
complex than these considerations 
suggest. ‘‘I had a quaint illustra- 
tion in a moderate way last au- 
tumn, when I was initiating a friend 
into climbing,’’ said an enthusiastic 
rock climber in discussing the mat- 
ter. 

‘We were going up the Glyder 
Fawr from Llyn Idwal, in North 
Wales. I had chosen a perfectly 
easy scramble because I did not, 
wish to bother my friend. We were 
going up a wide, open slope over 
some loosish stones, and were as 
safe as we should have been on Pic- 
cadilly pavement. 

“But I was astonished to find that 
my friend was thoroughly fright- 
ened. It was the wide space on 
every side and the smooth, straight 
slope away from his feet into the 
lake that temporarily put him off 
his mental balance. 

‘I was rather stupidly annoyed ; 
with great difficulty I got him to 
come ony and ultimately we got to 
the amphitheatre of precipices 
which is the last lap of the ascent. 
I chose a narrow gully, which came 
handy, and about half way up wish- 
ed I had not. : 

‘‘T twas easy climbing, and quite 
safe, so long as nothing happened, 
but there was potential danger.
